While they will grow 
in shade they need sun part of the day and do 
even better in full sun. They do not require fre- 
quent division so space them from 2-3 feet apart 
to permit formation of good sized clumps. In 
northern sections it is best to plant evergreen 
varieties in spring while the dormant type may be 
planted either spring or fall. Some protection the 
first winter is advisable though they are hardy 
when established. Mix well rotted manure or a 
balanced fertilizer with soil when planting, spread 
the roots and cover with an inch of soil.
